IMPROV ED MACHINERY 


Brain erd Ice Compan y Will In stall Im­ 


proved Methods of Harvestin g 


the Ice Crop This Year 
The reporter called upon C. H. Paine 
in the new office of the Brainerd Ice 
company a day or two ag o and found 
him v ery busy arrang ing his office and 
g etting ready for harv esting his new 
crop of ice. 
Mr. Paine stated that the 
company is making v ery ex pensiv e im­ 
prov ements in the way of handling the 
ice at the lake. 
It seems that hereto­ 
fore they hav e been in the habit of 
hav ing their machinery and eq uipment 
for loading on the lake and it often 
happened that they had hard work to 
keep ii from settling into the lake. This 
y ear they are putting in a long chain 
to pull the ice to the top of the hill at 
Rice lake, using some 1200 feet of ice 
chain. 
They will put in a platform 
holding about 4(X> cakes so as to avoid 
any possibility of delay in the loading 
of teams in hauling . 
In speaking of the price of ice here 
as compared with other places where 
the conditions for putting it up are 
about the same, the reporter wan sur 
prised to learn that the ice has been 
sold here for sev eral y ears cheaper by 
20 to 50 per cent than at other places. 
For instance, at Farg o the price of ice 
is 30 cents per hundred pounds while in 
Brainerd it is 18 to 22$. 
At Duluth it 
is sold at $4 per ton, while here it is 
sold by the ton at from 
$2.50 
to $2.7 5. 
A peculiarity about the ice business 
is that the dealers can nev er tell how 
much ice they are g oing to need, so 
that they alway s hav e to put up much 
more than they can sell. 
They often 
hav e as much as 100 tons left ov er 
which is about the same as lost as it is 
frozen tog ether so that it is more work 
to g et it out than it is worth. 
Mr. Paine stated that he feels that 
it is much better to put up plenty of 
ice ev ery y ear, ev en if he does hav e 
some left ov er and does not make so 
much money , as he considers that the 
people depended upon him to supply 
them and he feels that it would be 
wrong not to hav e eno lg h to fill all 
home demands. 
It is nex t to impos­ 
sible to g et ice to ship in, in case of a 
shortag e, as barring an accident to an 
ice house, the same causes which will 
create an increased demand in one town 
will do the same in all others in the 
same section. 
Minneapolis 
and St. 
Paul were both out of ice this fall and 
Mr. Paine could hav e sold his entire 
stock at prices much hig her than he se­ 
cured at retail, but refused to do so as 
he believed it was not only the best 
business policy but only common fair­ 
ness to take care of his customers re­ 
g ardless of temporary profits.

His sub­ 
ordinates in the American Press As­ 
sociation, many of whom were asso­ 
ciated with him for tw enty years or 
more, looked up to him as an unfail­ 
ing source of inspiration 
in their 
work, as guide, m entor and friend. 


Born In Indiana. 
Major Smith was born June 14,1842, 
on a farm near T erre Haute, Ind., of 
Vermont ancestry. 
His father, Hiram 
Smith, was one of Indiana’s pioneers. 
He sent his son to the public schools 
and later to Asbury college, now De 
Pauw university. 
In later years the 
university 
conferred 
on 
its 
distin­ 
guished alumnus the degree of LL. D. 
At the outbreak of the Civil war 
Major Smith enlisted. 
He served un­ 
til the end of the w ar in the arm ies 
of-the Potomac, Ohio and Cumberland, 
rising to the rank of m ajor in the 
Sixth 
Indiana 
cavalry. ^ He 
was 
wounded near A tlanta, Ga'., and was 
taken prisoner. 
A fter confinement in 
a Confederate prison at Augusta, Ga., 
M ajor Smith was exchanged and re­ 
joined his regiment* He was a mem-' 
ber of the Loyal Legion. 
A fter the 
w ar Major Smith engaged for three 
years in cotton planting at Enterprise, 
Miss. 
Major Sm ith began his jour­ 
nalistic career at T erre Haute, Ind., 
as editor of the T erre Haute Mail. 
Later he acquired the Terre Haute 
Express. In 1878 he removed the lat­ 
ter newspaper to Chicago, continuing 
its publication as the Chicago Ex­ 
press. 
In 1882 he founded in Chicago 
the American Press Association, the 
monument to his fame. 
L ater the 
main offices of the American Press 
Association 
were removed to New 
York, where they remain. 
The association has branch 'ofllce* 


hroughout the country, serving thou 
ands of newspapers. 
In all the as­ 
sociation’s work he was the head and 
front and moving spirit. 
Student of Religion. 
Major Smith possessed the broadest 
of minds. 
He was keenly interested 
in life and its problems In ail their 
manifold phases. 
He found relaxation 
from m aterial cares in the study and 
exposition of religion and philosophy 
and 
economics. 
He embodied 
his 
views in several volumes, which have 
received serious attention from the 
world’s thinkers. The most prom inent 
of Major Sm ith's books are: 
“A 
Short View of G reat Questions,” "The 
Coming 
Democracy,” 
"Ete-nallsm ,” 
"Balance" and ^ ‘Agreement Between 
Science and Religion.” 
Major Smith added to a love of 
learning and study a love of nature 
and life In the open. 
He was a suc­ 
cessful horticulturist and his farm at 
Amawalk, N. Y., and his home at 
Dobbs Ferry. N. Y., contained some of 
the finest specim ens of arboriculture 
in America. 
In person M ajor Smith was distin 
swished among men, tall and we’1 
built. 
He bore him self with dignity 
and ease and his clean shaven face 
bore the Impress of his splendid mlwd 
In his later years his abundant hair 
became silvery white, adding an inde­ 
scribable charm to his appearance. 
His m anner was kindly and genla'. 
without effusion. He had a keen sense 
of Justice, to 
which 
testimony 
if 
to m e by a host of employes, in whose 
welfare he took an active Interest. 
Major Smith is survived by a wld 
ow. two daughters and a son.

The 
announcem ent of the appointm ent of 
Frank H. Hitchcock to be postm aster 
general, followed by that of Senator 
P. C. Knox to be secretary of state, 
and the generally accepted report th at 
George W. W ick erh am of New York 
is the choice of Mr. Taft for attorney 
general, indicates th at an '"’bounce- 
ment of the entire cabinet may be ex­ 
pected before many weeks. 
From a discussion of the cabinet 
Blate among Mr. T aft’s close friends 
in W ashington there seems to be a 
reasonable certainty that in addition 
to those named. Sec ^tary Wilson will 
continue for a year or more as the 
head of the agricultural departm ent;

Garfield will retire 
from the cabinet; th at Judge Richard 
A. Balinger of Seattle, Wash., will be 
given a place, probably that of secre­ 
tary of the interior; that Luke E. 
W right will retire from the cabinet 
and again take a post in the diplom at­ 
ic service; and that an Ohio man wll1 
be given the position of secretary of 
the treasury. 
W ithin the past few days the nam e 
of Charles Nagel of Missouri has been 
discussed In connection with the sec­ 
retaryship of the departm ent of com­ 
merce and labor. 
O ther nam es heard 
in connection with th at departm ent 
are those of W illiam Loeb, Jr., secre­ 
tary to President Roosevelt; Oscar S. 
Straus, who now has the portfolio, 
and George A. Knight of California. 
Probably the most difficult place re­ 
maining to he filled Is that of secre­ 
tary of the treasury. 
Among the ohio 
men mentioned are former Governor 
Myron T. H errick and R epresenta­ 
tive Burton.

W illiam Loeb, Jr., is ai­

GREAHATIONS 


Submitted to the Delegates As­ 
sembled in London. 


THREE POWERS IN ACCORD 


The United States, Great Britain and 


Japan Agreed Upon the Majority of 


Points— Suggestions Included in the 


American View s Endorsed by the 


Other Two Countries Named— Man; 


Proposals to Be Considered. 


London, Dec. 21.—The views of tho 
ten powers, the delegates from which 
are assembled to decide upon a code 
of laws for the International prize 
court provided for at the last Hagu * 
conference, make a decidedly bulky 
volume. 
Some of the powers, like 
Japan, have subm itted their proposals 
in the briefest form, while others, 
notably Great Britain, support their 
views with argum ents and references 
to 
decisions 
which 
British 
naval 
courts have given in historical naval 
cases. 
The United States, too, has 
gone Into detail on the various sub­ 
jects which she thinks should receive 
consideration, while Germany has sub­ 
m itted a draft code of laws. 
The United States, Great Britain 
and Japan are agreed on the majority 
of points. 
The American views in­ 
clude the following suggestions: 
A neutral ship found within the 
lim its of a belligerent power may he 
seized, destroyed or used for warlike 
purposes, but the proprietors must 
be indemnified. 
In cases where the enemy has not 
observed the usa~es of war and tim 
delinquent cannot be captured, there 
may he recourse to reprisals, hut al­ 
ways In accordance with the dictates 
of humanity. 
The reprisals should not excel In 
severity the offense committed and 
should not be repeated after repara­ 
tion has been made for the injury 
complained of. 
All ships in the public service of 
the enemy are subject to capture, ex­ 
cept those employed in purely charlt 
able or scientific work, voyages of dis 
covery and as hospital ships. 


Vessels Subject to Capture. 
All private vessels belonging to the 
enemy except bonafide coastal fishing 
boats, are subject to capture unless 
exempt under treaty. 
In case of mill 
tarv or other necessity private ships 
of the enemy can be destroyed or re­ 
tained for service of the government. 
Neutral ships employed in naval 
of m ilitary service of th e enemy or 
placed under control of the enemy for 
naval or m ilitary service are subject 
to capture and destruction. 
W arships of the United States of 
America can seek asylum during war 


In a neutral port subject to (he lim 
tions prescribed by the port author! 
ties. 
Such ships must conform to the 
regulations of the port authorities, re­ 
garding length of stay and interval 
to be observed before going to sea lr 
pur°nit of any enemy or after de­ 
parture of enemy's ships. 
A neutral ship parrying an enemy's 
dispatches is subject to seizure w !k 
acting as courier in the service of ti 
enemy. 
Mall steam ers under a nom 
tral flag, carrying said dispatches 
whether as part of general mail or 
separately for convenient reasons and 
without 
special 
convention 
or 
re 
numeration, are not subieet to sci/ 
lire and should not he detained un­ 
less there is a well grounded cause to 
suspect a violation of the laws o f-war. 
In the section relating to the ex­ 
emption 
from 
capture 
of 
hospltnl 
ships, It is suggested that such ships 
should give succor and assistance to 
the wounded, sick and shipwrecked of 
all the belligerents without distinction 
of 
nationality. 
Belligerents 
should 
have the right to control the move­ 
ments and visit hospital ships. 
The American views also contain 
proposals as to contraband and the 
methods of blockading, which are sim­ 
ilar to those put forward by Great 
Britain In n more extensive m anner.

Christmas mail is always large and the 
great bulk is rushed to the postoffice 
within a very few days before Christ­ 
mas, and those who are anxious to 
have their packages reach their desti­ 
nation with safety and dispatch can 
read the following list of “don’ta,” 
published in an exchange, with profit: 
“ Don’t do up a parcel with such poor 
wrapping paper or in such a flimsy 
manner that the wrapper may be easily 
tom and separated from the contents. 
“Don’t fail to put your name and ad­ 
dress, preceded by the word ’from,’ on 
the upper left-hand corner of every 
piece of mail. 
“Don’t fail to give the full address— 
street and number, town, city, county 
and state of destination. 
“ Don’t place hankerchiefs, neckties 
or other articles of merchandise in 
packages of printed matter miles you 
prefer to pay the higher rate of post­ 
age on the whole. 
“Don’t seal or wrap parcels in such 
a manner that their contents may not 
be easily examined, unless you intend 
to pay letter rates of postage. 
“Don’t use to r 2-cent stamps for 
postage on heavy packages* Use the 
larger denominations. It saves you 
trouble in affixing them, and saves time 
and work in the postoffice. 
“Don’t deposit packages on the tops 
of street letter boxes, or they may 
never reach the postoffice. 
“Don’t use tags or labels exclusively 
for addresses, as they are liable to be­ 
come separated from the packages. 
Write directions on wrapp .rs also. 
“ Don’t seal up packages containing 
photographs pictures, Christmas cards, 
New Year’s cards, or ‘printed matter,’ 
as the sealing will subject them to'let­ 
ter rates of postage. 
“ Don’t hesitate to write any form of 
presentation of ‘Merry Christmas,’ 
‘Happy New Year,’ ‘Compliments of 
the season,’ or any writing of that na­ 
ture of an impersonal character—with 
your name. It is encouraged and espe­ 
cially provided for in the postal regu­ 
lations. 
“Don’t fail to register valuable let­ 
ters and packages. The government 
insures their safe delivery and the ex­ 
tra cost is but 8 cents. 
“ Don’t mail sealed packages of mer­ 
chandise to Canada, and Mexico and 
Cuba. The rates to those counties for 
such matter are the same as in the 
United States viz., I cent per ounce 
when unsealed.’’

Would Be Above Protection. 


HE ADMITS IT IS RADICAL 


But Says Ha Was Not Speaking for 


the Steel Corporation in Making a 


Statement in Which He Declared 


the Combine Should Make Public 


Its Affaire and Submit to Govern­ 


ment Control. 


W ashington, Dec. 19.—“If you pro­ 
tect our com petitors you leave us 
above protection, and I believe that 
the United States Steel corporation 
should make public Its affairs and 
subm it to governm ent control,” was 
the rem arkable declaration of Judge 
E. H. Gary, chairm an of the board of 
directors of the United States Steel 
corporation, at the hearing before the 
house ways and m eans committee. 
“This is radical,” he added, “but re­ 
m em ber th at I ain not speaking for 


the steel corporation fn saying tills.” 
Judge Gary, like Charles M. Schwab, 
who appeared before the committee 
on Tuesday, was an admirable wit­ 
ness, giving much Information and 
submitting to a severe cross-examina­ 
tion. His 
testim ony 
in 
substance 
showed that the tariff is needed more 
as a protection for the Independent 
steel m anufacturers than for the steel 
corporation. 
Like Mr. Schwab, Judge 
Gary declared th at the reduction of 
the duty on certain steel products 
would compel the steel companies to 
reduce the cost of labor. 
He said th at the com petitors of the 
steel corporation needed protection, 
but th at the corporation could take 
care of itself. 
“Suppose this committee were to 
wipe out the steel duty entirely, the 
United States Steel corporation would 
still survive?” inquired R epresenta­ 
tive Champ Clark of Missouri. 
"I cannot say,” replied Judge Gary, 
“but T am of the impression th at if 
we did we would have a monopoly of 
the m arket in this country. 
I don’t 
think we could make a reasonable 
and fair profit if the tariff Is put on 
th at basis.”

Two years ago a sim ilar crime was 
committed, the bodies being burned In 
rho destruction of a shanty. 
W innipeg Chinese are wildly excit­ 
ed over the double m urder. 
Nearlv 
every Chinese In W innipeg attended 
a m ass meeting. 
Funds will be raise' 
to finance the fullest investigation. It 
was decided to close laundries at IO 
o’clock Saturday nights hereafter. 
The throats of both victims of the 
latest crime were cut with a butcher 
knife and their heads were horribly 
hacked with an axe. 
These Imple­ 
ments were found beside the bodies. 
Money was found in the pockets of 
the dead men, but their valises and 
trunks upstairs were rifled. 
When a belated custom er entered 
the laundry, the air in th e place was 
foul with the odor of blood and the 
man drew back instinctively even be­ 
fore his eyes had become accustomed 
to the dim light.

TO THE PEOPLE OF THE Btl! DBT 


Congressman Lindbergh loins Con­ 
gressional Party for a Study of 
the Work Already Done 


T h e D ispa tch is in receipt of the 
following communication 
from Con­ 
gressman Lindbergh: 
*1 shall join other congressmen in a 
trip to study the work of the Panama 
Canal, which trip will include and ex­ 
tend a week beyond the holiday recess. 
I make this announcement to indicate 
the reason for absenting myself the 
first six days of Congress convening af­ 
ter the holidays. 
No important bills 
are now on the calendar for considera­ 
tion those days. 
The present public interest in the 
study of the natural advantages of our 
waterways, with the view to making 
them contribute further advantages, 
I anticipated in a statement I made to 
the people of the Sixth District, in July 
1906, as follows: 
* * While the natiqn is expending great 
energy in the improvement of naviga­ 
tion and the construction of docks, «tc., 
we must not forget that one of the 
greatest rivers in the 
world flows 
through our district, and that unless 
the whole system of land transporta 
tion is very much cheapened, the ques­ 
tion of fitting the Mississippi river, 
nearly to its source, for navigation is a 
question that should soon arise as an 
incident to the completion of the Pana­ 
ma Canal.

IMPROVED MACHINERY 
- 
Brainerd Ice Company Will Install Im­ 
proved Methods of Harvesting 
the Ice Crop This Year 
The reporter called upon C. H. Paine 
in the new office of the Brainerd Ice 
company a day or two ago and found 
him very busy arranging his office and 
getting ready for harvesting his new 
crop of ice. Mr. Paine stated that the 
company is making very expensive im­ 
provements in the way of handling the 
ice at the lake. 
It seems that hereto­ 
fore they have been in the habit of 
having their machinery and equipment 
for loading on the lake and it often 
happened that they had hard work to 
keep it from settling into the lake. This 
year they are putting in a long chain 
to pull the ice to the top of the hill at 
Rice lake, using some 1200 feet of ice 
chain. They will put in a platform 
holding about 400 cakes so as to avoid 
any possibility of delay in the loading 
of teams in hauling. 
In speaking of the price of ice here 
as compared with other places where 
the conditions for putting it up are 
about the same, the reporter was sur­ 
prised to learn that the ice has been 
sold here for several years cheaper by 
20 to 50 per cent than at other places. 
For instance, at Fargo the price of ice 
is 30 cents per hundred pounds while in 
Brainerd it is 18 to 22J. 
At Duluth it 
is sold at $4 per ton, while here it is 
sold by the ton at from $2.50 to $2.75. 
A peculiarity about the ice business 
is that the dealers can never tell how 
much ice they are going to need, so 
that they always have to put up much 
more than they can sell. 
They often 
have as much as IOO tons left over 
which is about the same as lost as it is 
frozen together so that it is more work 
to get it out than it is worth. 
Mr. Paine stated that he feels that 
it is much better to put up plenty of 
ice fevery year, even if he does have 
some left over and does not make so 
much money, as he considers that the 
people depended upon him to supply 
them and he feels that it would be 
wrong not to have enough to fill all 
home demands. 
It is next to impos­ 
sible to get ice to ship in, in case of a 
shortage, as barring an accident to an 
ice house, the same causes which will 
create an increased demand in one town 
will do the same in all others in the 
same section. 
Minneapolis 
and St. 
Paul were both out of ice this fall and 
Mr. Paine could have sold his entire 
stock at prices much higher than he se­ 
cured at retail, but refused to do so as 
he believed it was not only the best 
business policy but only common fair­ 
ness to lake care of his customers re­ 
gardless of temporary profits.
